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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 and 19-51 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Applicant disclosed an on-line VBI printing system that includes one or more 
cryptographic modules and a database has been designed. The cryptographic modules 
serve the function of the PSDS and are capable of implementing a variety of required 
security standards. A client system provides a user friendly GUI for facilitating the 
interface of the user to the system. The GUI system includes wizards that help the user 
step-by- step with processes of registration, logging into the system, password recovery, 
printing a VBI, and printing advertisement next to the VBI. Applicant's inventive concept 
is novel and innovative in the sense that it provides a digitally signed advertisement 
graphics to be printed next to the VBI and a cryptographic device remote from the 
plurality of user terminals and coupled to the computer network, wherein the 
cryptographic device includes a computer executable code for verifying that the 
advertisement graphics is authorized to be printed next to the VBI. Heiden (US Patent 
No. 6,408,286), the closest prior art provides system and method for improving the 
effectiveness of third party advertising on envelopes by printing redeemable coupons on 
envelopes. Generally, this is accomplished by letting the third party advertisers establish 
conditions under which their coupons would be printed on the envelopes coupon. The 
conditions may be based upon user (sender) parameters, recipient parameters, 
quantitative parameters (time, piece count, etc.) or some combination of the above. 
Furthermore, the printed coupons may include secure information, preferably in the form 
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of a bar code, by which the coupon may be authenticated upon redemption. The coupon 
preferably includes demographic information that can be collected by a retailer, the third 
party advertiser, or the vendor administering the coupon distribution system. Saigo (US 
Patent No 6,587,880) another close prior art teach a session management among 
clients/servers. More particularly, it relates to a session management system and 
management method for session management in the case where a user makes an access 
from a client terminal to extending over a plurality of servers in stateless communications 
on the WWW (World Wide Web) etc. Heiden taken alone or in combination with Saigo 
fail to teach or suggest a cryptographic device remote from the plurality of user terminals 
and coupled to the computer network, wherein the cryptographic device includes a 
computer executable code for verifying that the advertisement graphics is authorized to 
be printed next to the VBI.
